General Kuropatkin, “recalled” again
Hile name must be added to the long lis
of sexagenarian commanders in the present
confllet. He In 67 years old, nn heraditary
noble of Pakof. His ancestry runs hack to
the Caars of Momscow, with a tradition that
stretiches acros® the centuries to Odin
Thor. At tho age of 18 he entered the army
He wanted work, hard work, as always
through his long lfe, and so, scorning nn
appointment in the fashionable Imperial
Guards, he chose a commimion In the
Turkestan Riflre. And from then on hie
carear Is rich In dramatle eclor. The slage
retiing has varied—the northern Ughis over
the fiomen Neva Hiver: the Arablan Nights'
country of Tashkent and Samarcand; Parls
of the Debacle; a moonlght oanls In the
Eahera: tre Tartar clties under the roof of
the worid; the blus Danube, Plevna, the Bal-
kons; the brigand-ridden Turcoman steppes:
the shores of the Casplan; the ruins of Mery,
and then ngaln the wintry Neva, the war
ministry, the Russian army, the FFar ¥East
and then ohscurity.

Covered With Glory

In these years he has recelved every
decorafion for valor that his soverelgn has
it in his power to hestow, And he woears
them all—a carload of lcons, amulets and
crosses cover his breast. He knows full well
the value of the theatrical pomp and brag-
gadoclo that appeal to the hearts of his
wsoldiers, Ostentatiously he slaps on the back
hig “brother” Ivan, the private. But he ia
& cold-blooded caleulator, agstudent who
losess no detalls of the problem before him
And despite his misfortunes It Is probhable
that today, as in 1904 and 1505, he ts the idol
of his soldlers. For he iy n great “leader of
men” lke most of the military heroes in
history.

In the Russo-Turkieh war he fought hy
the side of Bkobeleff, and at Plevna he saw
B0DO of his chief's 18000 men fall in & ringle
battle before the enomy's fire. The only
Russinn officer not killed or wounded, he
led n hrave 300 men In & charge against a
Turkigh battallon. Only a hundred returned,
but the Turks had been driven Into the
famous Redouht No. 13, This Is but one of
his many brilllant and brave explolts

Much of his fame rests on his ability ae
an organizer. As a youth he helped reor-
ganize the French oavalry., This was after
the Franco-Prusslan War. Eo valuable weare
his servicos considered that he was made
nn cfcer In the Legion of Honor—the firs:
Russian to receive the distinction. After-
wards he rFﬂrrn?land the Russian army, and
In 1808 was appointed Minister of War

For seven years previgpusly he was Gov-
ernor of Transcaucasia. Me succeedad, afier
others had falled, in pacifying the wild
hordes of Turcoman robbers, He bullt rall-
roads and carringe roads, churches and many
public bulldings. Thirty schools ana colleges
were opened, and a judiclal department wans
organized. Heo induced the natives to take
to cotton planting, which Is now the prinelpal
industry of the country. A rare thing for o
Russian Governor, he brought happiness and
proaperity to his conquersd provinee.
hia other works of peace, If they may be so
called, are several volumes of milltary hin-
tory and stirategy.

The Seesaw Goes Up Again

The causes of his removal from supreme
command in the Far East have been the suh-
Ject of much discussion, but this seems to be
nure, that he was hampered by Intrigues and
Jealousies and by meddiings of varlous sorta
on the part of officérs at the front and In-
competent advisers of the Caar back In Bt
Peteraburg.
